FRATERNAL ORDERS 


(By George W. Hagedorn.) 

I. 0. of R. M. 

In looking over the history of the 
Improved Order of Red Men, some in¬ 
teresting facts are brought forth that 
are of interest to the whole of Ameri¬ 
can citizens. To write history re¬ 
quires a love for the subject treated. 
Patriotism, love of country, a desire 
to preserve to posterity the annals of 
the past and the memory of noble 
deeds of a brave ancestry. 

None the less important and inter¬ 
esting to a fraternal organization is 
the collection in permanent form of 
the facts and traditions concerning its 
history. 

The early societies turned to the 
uncultivated field of Red Men’s mys¬ 
teries for their ceremonies and the 
so-called secret work, and in the 
sublimity and grandeur of the un¬ 
sullied characteristics of the primi¬ 
tive race, then more plentiful around 
them, found inspiration for the mystic 
lore deemed necessary in their 
gatherings and suitable for the con¬ 
cealment of identity inseparable from 
the dangerous work in which they 
were engaged to found a new nation. 

The use of the forms and customs 

of the North American Indians as a 

basis of the ceremonies of these 

original organizations of 1771, of 1813 

and our order, has compelled a study 

of their manners and peculiarities. 

« 

The annals of history show in all 
cases where the ancient voyagers and 
discoverers touched upon the shores 
of America they were met and wel¬ 
comed by a race peaceable and hos¬ 
pitable, with characteristics and pe¬ 
culiarities differing from those of any 
people then known to the civilized 
world. 

The mourning for the dead con¬ 
tinued for several days, night and 
morning. If the sick ^person hap¬ 
pened to recover there was always 
great joy, and when his friends came 
to congratulate him upon his recovery 
they brought gifts to help make good 
the loss arising from his sickness. 

The Indians divided their time by 
sleeps, moons and winters. The New 
England Indians believed not only in 
a plurality of gods, who made and 
governed special nations of the world, 
but they elevated into deity every¬ 
thing they imagined to be great, 
powerful, beneficial or hurtful to 
mankind. 

The bow and arrow were the chief 
weapons of the Indians, the skin of 
the beast gave him clothing and its 
flesh was his food. The first reliable 
information that we possess of the 
existence of a secret society which 
adopted and practiced the forms and 
ceremonies which claimed a genuine 
Indian chieftain as its tutelar saint 
and patron, is derived from the early 
history of the colony of Maryland. 

Among the offensive acts of Eng¬ 
land detrimental to the colonies were 
the “navigation act,” passed in 1660; 
the stamp act of 1765, the “quartering 


act” and many others that had to be 
endured by the people. In secret men 
brooded over their wrongs, and, when 
it could be done in safety, counseled 
and consulted with each other as to 
the means of freeing themselves from 
the obnoxious rule, of the mother 
country. 

Gradually these secret councils took 
the form of regularly organized meet¬ 
ings, which in turn resolved them¬ 
selves into a secret society styled by 
its members “the Sons of Liberty.” 
The precise date of the formation of 
| this society cannot be traced, but it 
had an existence at least ten years 
previous to the Declaration of Inde¬ 
pendence. 

The Saint Tamina Society, organ¬ 
ized at Annapolis in 1771, and the 
Sons of Liberty on that date changed 
their name to Saint Tamina Society. 

Many and important were the 
events that transpired, some of which 
are repeated in contemporaneous his¬ 
tory. Thursday, December 16, 1773, a 
meeting had been called at “Old South 
Church” because of the arrival of 
three vessels loaded with tea, which 
it was proposed to land in defiance 
of the expressed wishes of the peo¬ 
ple, who refused to pay the tax the 
representatives of the king had at¬ 
tempted to collect. 

No sooner had the meeting been 
concluded than war-whoops re¬ 
sounded, and a band of forty or fifty 
men, disguised as Indians, rushed 
sprang aboard the tea-ships, and 
emptied the contents of three hun¬ 
dred and forty-two chests of tea into 
the bay. 

In mentioning these facts, its shows 
that the Sons of Liberty did make use 
of forms and customs of the Indians 
in disguise in the patriotic work for 
which they were organized. 

To perpetuate, therefore, as well 
the remembrance of this event as the 
mutual friendship which had been 
formed under the shadow of common 
dangers, other societies sprang up, 
and then the name of the Tamina So¬ 
ciety was known hs the Columbian 
j Order, which was a purely political 
' society. It incorporated a benevolent 
! feature in its organization and made 
I the means of rendering assistance to 
; needy and worthy objects. The social 
j nature, owing to its meetings, was 
| also instituted, and it adopted Indian 
forms, customs and ceremonies. 

Then the Improved Order of Red 
Men was organized at Fort Mifflin on 
j the Delaware river, near Philadelphia, 
in 1813 branching out from the thir¬ 
teen colonies or states until now it 
covers the entire jurisdiction of 
United States soil. 

The first tribe of Red Men in Cali- 
forna was instituted as Tribe No. 1 of 
San Francisco, 9tli of Beaver Moon, 
G. S. I). 5623. This state has always 
been one of the largest great councils 
west of the Mississippi river.
